EY W rious Treatiſes that have 
been writ by learned and 
ingenious Men, as well 
antient as modern, on 

this Subject, which have been han- 
dled with the greateſt Accurateneſs 
as to the * ; yet for the Me- 

' thod 
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thod of treating* it thro the whole 
Courſe, particularly at its firſt Ap- 
ance, I find nothing writ more 
reign from the Purpoſe: For by 
bleeding out of the Veins, and other 
uſual Methods of Practice, they prey 
upon and exhauſt the animal Spirits, 
and confirm the Diſtemper, rather 
than relieve the Patient. 

But not to detain the Reader with 


the Meaſures others have taken; and 


ſtill perſiſt in; I ſhall only offer my 
own Thoughts, and the Method by 


which for ſome Years paſt Pye found 


ſuch happy. Succels, as well in FHlau- 
ders, as elſewhere, confirm'd by a 
few Obſervations. Therefore without 
any further Introduction, I ſhall juſt 
deſcribe this Diſeaſe, and proceed. 


Tis then an Apoplexy when the 
Body is ſuddenly ivd of the 
chief Animal Faculties, as well in- 
ternal as external, and all voluntary 
Motion, ſo that the Animal Spirits 
are either deny'd a Paſſage from the 
Brain, or an Entrance into it; the 
Ventricles or Pores of the Brain be- 
ing either compreſs d from a Contu- 
8 ſion,

ſion, or obſtructed from a Plethora, 
Poiſons, Medicines endued with a 
Narcotic Faculty, which ſo alter 
the Blood, Lymph, and other Fluids, 
as to render *em unfit to pals freely 
thro the Arteries of the Brain, 
whereby, thro the violent Impetus of 
of the Heart, the Blood is ſo wedg'd 
in, that it cauſes a Stagnation; and 
oftentimes Polypuſes are form'd in 
the Carotids, Sinus's, and Vertebral 
Arteries, ſo that all the Spirits in- 
dulgent Nature can rally to ſupport 
the Fabric, are derach'd to the Muſ- 
cles of the Thorax, to perform Re- 
ſpiration, without which the Patient 
is inevitably loſt. | 
| Now ſince the Brain is the Seat of 
this Diſeaſe, twill not be at all im- 
proper to take notice of its Struc- 
ture, as well as its Uſe, before I pro- 
ceed any farther. There are then 
two Subſtances which conſtitute the 
Brain, viz. the Cinericious, bei 
the Exterior, call'd the Cortical; the 
inner, from its Whiteneſs and Soſt- 
neſs, the Medullary: the former of 
which, according to Malpigius, is 
nothing but a Gland of the conglo-

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venting the Circulation of their 
Flaid, | 
To diminiſh then the Quantity of 
Blood from the Veins, is what all have 
had immediate recourſe to as their 
chief Refuge and Aſylum, either from 
the Frontal, Jugular, Cephalic, or Me- 
diana for a Revulſion; whereas that 
is now exploded, the Laws of Cir- 
culation not wk. it: and if 
this did not anſwer their Expecta- 
tion, the Patient was given over as 
in a deſperate Caſe; according to this 
of Hippotrates, ſpeaking of an Apo- 
plexy, Vene ſectio, ni juvet, occi- 


det; or this of Celſus, to the ſame 


purpoſe, Sanguinis detrattio, vel o. 


cidit, vel liberat. Which is enough 
to convince us how prejudicial ſuch 
Evacuations from the Veins were 
found, and how uncertain the Prac- 
tice was obſerv'd to be, even by the 
Antients; tho, for want of a better, 
it has unhappily been perſiſted in to 
this preſent time. 

T was indeed in many Caſes fre- 
quently us'd by the Antients, but 
now become ſo much in vogue, that 
tis order'd almoſt on all Occaſions, 

except 
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except in Cachectic Perſons, or thoſe 
own Hydropical by impoveriſh'd 
Blood, Diſeaſes contracted by Hun- 
ger, Fatigue, c. ; 
Let the Obſtruction be where it 
will, tho at the Fingers end, ogen- 
ing a Vein muſt relieve it. I can't 
indeed wonder that the Antients did 
it, being in a manner Strangers to A- 
natomy, and knowing nothing of the 
Circulation of the Blood: but ſince, 
by the indefatigable Induſtry of the 
Moderns, that Part of Learning is 
arriv'd to ſuch Perfection, I admire 
there's not more notice taken of the 
Inconveniencies that attend Phlebo- 
tomy; but tis paſt over as an Ope- 
ration to be attempted by any Per- 
ſon, at any Seaſon, regard being on- 
ty had to the Strength of the Pa- 
tient, touching of the Nerve, Ten- 
don, or its Aponeuroſis.

But the moſt powerful Argument 
to anſwer all theſe Objections, is De- 
monſtration. I've us'd this Method 
in all Caſes where diminiſhing the 
Quantity of Blood is requir'd, whe- 
ther in Apoplexies, Quinancies, In- 
flammations of the Lungs, Pleuri- 
fies, Aſthma's; in all forts of Fe- 
vers, whether intermitting, continual, 
or malignant, without the leaſt miſ- 
chievous Accident attending it. But 
this Precaution muſt be uſed, that it be 
ſuch an Artery as immediately paſles 
over a Bone, which are none but thoſe 
of the Head; and of theſe the Tem-

The Dogmatiſt, that 
can reaſon learnedly on a Diſeaſe, 
but has not throughly conſider'd the 
Nature of it, and the Method of 
Cure, falls far ſhort of a meer Em- 
pyric, who practiſes only by Ex- 
er ce without any Foundation of 
earning ; ſo that tis not the being 
a learned Philoſopher, an accurate A- 
natomiſt, that entitles a Man to be 
a great Phyſician. That ſucceſsful 
Practitioner, Dr. Radcliff, never pre- 
tended to any of th lifica- 
tions, nay took a Pleaſure to diſown 
his Knowledg in them; but who in 
his time ſo happy to ſtrike at the 

Root of a Diſtemper! 

The Father of Phyſic, — 
tes, when the Art was in its Infan- 
Ana- 


cy, eſpecially that part of it, 


tomy, 
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tomy, how ignorant was he of fome 
Parts of Learning, that the Moderns 
glory in, and value themſelves upon? 
as appears from the confus'd Ac- 
count he gives, that the Veins take 
their Riſe from the Liver: and ſpeak- 
ing of an Artery, he means the 
Aſpers Arteria; and then calls the 
Ureters Veins, and makes a Jumble 
of Nerves, Veins, and Arteries. But 
then who ſo great and ſucceſsful a 
Practitioner ever before or ſince ? . 
Tho Pm not unſenſible that ſeve- 
ral Authors have touch'd on this 
Subject, yet what firſt induc'd me to 
the Opinion of Arteriotomy, Was, 
that I don't remember ever to haye 
read or heard of Women liable to 
Apoplexies, unleſs from Poiſons, O- 
piates, or Miſmanagement of ſome 
foregoing Diſtemper. For however 
Aloe differ in their ſeveral Hy- 
potheſes laid down to account for 
the Periodical Purgations of Wo- 
men, whether this menſtruous Blood 
offends in Quantity or Quality, 
it matters not to my preſent Pur- 
poſe; but whenever this Eſferveſ- 


cence is raiſed, whether Natural, 
D Periodical, 
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Periodical, or N by Emena- 
gogues, it occaſions an Aperture of 
the Mouths of the Vaginal Arte- 
ries, and not of the Veins. 

The Hemorroides, or Piles, by 
ſome vitious Ferment irritating the 
tender Fibres of the Arteries, by 
them is diſcharged incredible Quan- 
tities of Bloc Borellus relates a 
Story of a certain Tailor, who loſt 
Ten Pounds by thoſe Veſſels, and 
yet recover d. 

How many Inſtances have we had 
of profule Hemorrhagies of the 
_ Noſe? Bartholin mentions one who 
bled forty eight Pound in three Days, 
without the Loſs of Life. *Tis well 
known that bleeding at the Noſe re- 
moves Obſtructions and Pains of 

the Head, whether proceeding from 
an Ebullition or Redindane of 
Blood. And whence is this Diſcharge 
but by an Anaſtomoſis, or Sponta- 
neous disjoining of the Capillary 
Arteries, occaſion'd by a convulſive 
Contraction of the Coats of a larger 
Artery? which muſt neceſſarily give 
an extraordinary Diſtention to the

diſcharge the morbific Matter, col- 
lected in the Prime Vie. Then an 
Emetic is not altogether unſeaſon - 
able; tho even then other Meafures 
may be taken leſs hazardous, and e- 
qually advantageous. But in this 
Caſe: Vomits are as contrary to true 
Practice, as this Operation to Na- 
ture; the Fibres of the Stomach 
being ſo diſpos d, as to diſcharge its 
Contents through the Inteſtines: but 
by theſe irritating Vomits the Dia- 
phragm, Intercoſtals, and Muſcles 
of the lower Belly are ſo ſtimulated, 

that 
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that by means of their violent Con- 
traction, they force em thro the Oe- 
ſophagus: for what with the violent 
conyulſive Motion of the aboveſaid 
Muſcles, together with the Quick- 
neſs of the Organs of Reſpiration, 
the Blood is precipitately hurried and 

rojected to the Brain with that 
. as to increaſe the Extravaſa- 
tion. How then it is poſſible rea- 
ſonably to expect Relief from it, 1 
can't conjecture. An antient Phy- 
ſician, ſpeaking of an Apoplexy and 
its lays down this as a Rule: 
Vomitoria fugienda, ne ſuſfocationis pe- 
riculum aug eatur, et caput repleatur. 
Nay, in his Purgatives he would not 
allow the leaſt Quantity of Antimo- 
ny, it being alſo endued with a vo- 
miting Faculty: Aztimonium non 
convenity cum vomitum ſimul moveat ; 
ſuch ſort of irritating Medicines be- 
ing ſufficient of themſelves to pro- 
duce Apoplexies. 

And 1, for my part, verily believe, 
that were the Bills of Mortality nice- 
9 into, and the Cauſes of 

eCaſualties ſtrictly enquir d af. 
ter; they would be found more owing 
* to 
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to the irr Adminiſtration of 
improper Medicines, than to any 
cant Matter in the Fluids, or any 
external Cauſe whatever. 
What I have ſaid I ſhall only con- 


firm with two or three Obſervations, 
and that as conciſely as poſſible.

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dure the Fatigue either of walking or 


riding, was able to diſpatch his Affairs 
with his uſual Alacrity and Plea- 
ſure. But ſince my Removal from 
Briſtol, his old Indiſpoſition returning 
afreſh, he had immediate Recourſe to 
his former e So 16: Doctor, 
that ſafe Phyſician that never did 
him any good nor hurt, till he pre- 
ſcribed that innocent harmleſs Vomit, 
that extolPd Indian Root, Ipecacoan- 
na; Which he had no ſooner taken 
with a Draught of Carduus Tea, but 
preſently he complain'd of a Dizzi- 
neſs, and that every thing appear'd to 
himto have a circular Motion: which 
he had no ſooner ſaid, but he dropt 
down dead. 

Some may imagine that this Acci- 
dent was not owing entirely to the 
Emetic, but a Plethora ; and had 
bleeding preceded, in order to have 
emptied the Veſſels, the Patient 
might have been ſaved : which Ob- 
jection, tho I could anſwer with 
ſeveral Inſtances, I ſhall only men- 
tion one, 
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the pretence of a Cordial: this not 
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Mr. Snom, a Broker of about 
Seventy Years of Age, being on 
the Exchange, was taken with a 
violent Fit of an Apoplexy, and fell 
down as dead; but by means of Cor- 
dials, after ſome time began a little 
to recover; by which time a Sur- 
geon came, and took away about 
Sixteen Ounces of Blood from the 
Arm. I (being accidentally intro- 
duc'd by a Friend, who defird my 
Advice) prevented his taking away 
a greater Quantity, but order'd that 
he might be carry d home in a Chair; 
which Motion contributed mightily 
to a free and uninterrupted Circula- 
tion, inſomuch that he to have 
a regular Pulſe. I adviſed that this 
Motion might be continued, finding 
a natural Warmth all over his Body, 
which with adminiſtring comfortable 


Draughts, would be ſufficient to an- 


ſwer our end. But a certain Apo- 
thecary coming, whoſe Advice was 
more prevalent with the. Patient's 
Friends, adminiſtred a Vomit under 


Im- 
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immediately operating, in leſs than 
half a quarter of an hour was about 
to repeat it; which he confidently 
affirm'd would anſwer his End, and 


to confirm his Aſſertion, aſſur'd his 


Friends he was that moment come 
from a Gentleman taken. after the 
ſame manner, and reliey'd by the 
ſame Method; but they had only his 
own Word for it, to which I could 
give but yery little Credit, This 
poor unhappy Gentleman however 
was loſt by this Treatment. 

I could enumerate Inſtances of 
this kind from my own Obſerya- 
tion, of the ill Effects of Vomits ; 
whether Bleeding had preceded, or 
been omitted. I ſhall give one, to 
ſhew that *tis ſafer to rely on 
Nature it ſelf, to obſerve its various 
Steps, and endeavour to aſſiſt her on- 
ly with refreſhing Cardiac Draughts; 
than to have recourſe to Phyſicians 
unacquainted with the Nature of this 
Diſeaſe, as too many are; tho from 
Perſons of ſuch penetrating Judg- 
ment, ready Wit, and bright Parts, 
greater things might be expected.

ſuch a time they need not deſpair of 
their being perfectly reliev'd, which 
generally happens according to his 
Predictions for he ſeldom fails of cur- 
ing *em of all Diſtempers, having no 
leis than Æſculapius for a Precedent, 
who thought it not worth while to 
attempt prolonging the Lives of thoſe 
that were enfeebled, and exhauſted, 
leſt they ſhould live to beget Chil- 
dren as infirm as themſelves, and fo 
be render'd unfit Members for any 
Society. He, without a long Demur,

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Crudities; which brought on a com- 
pleat Apoplexy, that in fix hours 
rime after the Doſe was adminiſtred, 
carry*d off the Patient. In the place 
of which, had he evacuated the Se- 
rum by proper Remedies, prevented 
its farther Encreaſe by fortifying 
and corroborating the Stomach, re- 
ſtor'd and ſtrengthen'd the Craſis of 
the Blood, flodgd the Viſcous Mat- 
ter that adher'd to the Plice, or Folds 
of the Stomach, by warm attenua- 


ting Stomachical Specifics ; the poor 


unfortunate Man might have now 
been in perfect Health. | 


Others again mightily rely on the 
Ule of Chſters, and fuch as are of a 
ſharp,acrid,irritating Nature, to relieve 
thoſe Affections of the Head, Epi- 


lepſys, Lethargys, Palſys, Apoplexys, 


and the like; Revulſionis ergo. But 


this Method of deriving Humours 


from one place to its oppoſite, is 
now laid aſide, as before hinted: for 


in this Caſe the Inreſtines themſelves 


are Paralytically affected, and will 
ſcarce retain a CH ter, if at that time 
"injected: if it does remain, it only 


affects 
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. affects the Inteſtines and Prime Vie, 
and is not the leaſt ſerviceable in a- 
verting Vapours from the Head. 


Capping and Scarifying is wonder- 
fully in vogue with ſome, for the 
above Reaſons, of Revulſion and De. 
rivation : but the Attraction of the 
Cupping-Glaſs has ſo little Effect, the 
Number who uſe them ſo few, and 
thoſe ſo inconſiderable, tis ſcarce 
worth while to ſpend time to con- 
fute ſuch erroneous Methods. 


The next thing that comes to be 
conſider d, is Bliſters; which too 
many mightily rely on, without re- 
flecting on the ill Effects they have 
in ſome Caſes, and on ſome Conſtitu- 
tions; eſpecially thoſe of a Scorbu- 
tic Habit of Body, in extreme hot 
Conſtitutions, when for the want of 
Serum the Blood boils. In old Per- 
ſons, whoſe Balſamic Particles of the 
Blood are for the moſt part exhauſted, 
and too great a Quantity of corro- 
ſive Serum is left; to ſuch the Appli- 
cation of Bliſters does more hurt . 
good: for by the too great Ear

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of the Cauſtic Salts that enter the 
Pores, and inſinuate themſelves into 
the Maſs of Blood, the Parts are ſo 
ſtimulated, as to cauſe violent Stran-

Flanders ; but being unacquainted 
with the Fatigue of ſeveral Marches, 
and unaccuſtom'd to take up with 
ſuch ſlender Fare, was ſeiz'd with a 
flow lingring Fever,which terminated 
in a Deprivation of the Ule of his 
_ Limbs. Aſter which manner he 
continued in the Hoſpital during the 
whole Campaign; at the breaking 
. of which, he was committed to 
the Surgeon's Care of the reſpective 
Regiment, till the opening of the 
next Campaign; and then was again 
receiv'd into the Hoſpital, in a much 
worle Condition than when he left 
it, 28 fectly emaciated, having 
cruſty Ulcers on the Backs of his 
Hands, and on his Shin-Bones, re- 
ſembling Venereal Nodes; the Bones 
alſo carious, ſeveral Abſeſſes form'd 
on the Head, with fiery Botches or 
Carbuncles, occaſion'd by the ſha 
Cauſtic Lixivious Salts, with which 
the Blood abounded. - He fell under 
a” Care, but all means proving in- 

eCtual, he died in a few days. I 

indeed 
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indeed ſuſpected his Caſe at firſt to 
be Venereal; but being a Perſon 
bearing a good Character, and pro- 
reſting he had been at no time 
converſant with Women, I thought ir 
would be requiſite to endeavour to 
diſcover from what Cauſe thoſe dire- 
ful Effects aroſe. In order therero, I 
firſt reſolv'd to examine the Brain, 
and had no ſooner made my Inciſion 
on the Scalp, but I perceiv'd the Cra- 
nium to be foul and carious; which, 
in taking it off, I found had reach'd 
not only the inner Lamina, but allo 
both Mening es, and even the Corti- 
cal Subſtance of the Brain: in per- 
forming which, notwithſtanding — 
iſſued a vaſt Quantity of Serum, yet 
in the third Ventricle, by the Glan- 
dula Pinealis, was lodg'd near a Pint 
of Lymph, and that ſo very viſcous 
and ropy as to be deny'd the leaſt 
Paſſage. In the Infundibulum was 
alſo an incredible Quantity of vil- 
cid Serum, much thicker than the 
firſt; and the Glandula pituitaria fil- 
trated like a cancerated Gland.

was indulged, the Spirits buoy” 

the Fibres firm and dallie, — 91. 
could better perform its Function, 
and fo prevent the enſuing Diſeaſe: 
but when reducgd to mean Diet and 
ſcanty Allowance, expos'd to Heats 
and Colds, inſeparable Concomitants 
of a Military Life; the Spirits flag 
and become languid, the Fibres loſe 
their wonted Elaſticity, and become 
lax, the Blood loſes its Tone; in ſhort, 
the whole Animal Oeconomy is fo 
diforder'd, that the vigorous Attack 
of a Diſeaſe meets with a very feeble 
Repulſe. For by theſe ſevere Shocks 
the Lymphatics and ſanguiferous Vel- 
ſels being frequently broke, the ex- 
travaſated Blood and Lymph is diſ- 
charg'd into the Sinus of the Brain, 
where it coagulates and becomes ſo 
viſcous as not to be able to paſs thoſe 
narrow Canals, but lie congeſted 
there, and is not only the Source of 
ae 
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dreadful Symptoms, but the Caufe

A certain Gentlewoman of Ghent 
in Handers accompanying her Spouſe 
to Batavia, of which he was Major 
Commandant till his Deceaſe, in 
her Return from thence was taken 
very ill; for which Indiſpoſition the 
Surgeon of the Veſſel adviſed her to 
the Uſe of the Cold Bath: but whe- 
ther owing to his Ignorance or her 
Neglect, ſhe omitted emerging her 
Head. She was no ſooner got out of 


the Bath, but immediately her Head 


and Face was ſo ſwoln, as to deprive 
her both of Sight, Speech, and the Uſe 
of all her Limbs. At her Arrival at 
Amſterdam, Conſultations were held 
by the beſt Phyſicians concerning 
her Caſe, with very good Succeſs as 
to the abating the Swelling of her 
Head, and Recovery of Speech ; bir 
as for retrieving the Uſe of herLimbs, 
ſhe found no manner of Benefit, but 
remain'd void of all Senſe and Motion, 
Thus deſpairing of Help, ſhe return d 


to Ghent, and apply'd her ſelf to the 


F 2 Phyſi- 
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Phyſicians of the French Hoſpital, 
who were then in that Gariſon, but 
withas little Advantage as the former. 
In this Condition was ſhe for ſome 
Years confin'd to her Bed, and reduc'd 
to a meer Skeleton; the Bones of the 
Carpus and Metacarpus, thoſe of the 
Tarſus and Metatarſus being diſtorted 
to a Deformity ; nay, the very Pha- 
langes of the Fingers and Toes were 
diſlocated by the Contraction of the 
Tendons. She then had recourſe to 
the Town Phyſicians: but neither 
their Inunctions of penetrating Oils, 
camphorated Spirits; their Aroma- 
tics, or volatile Sudorifics, to cor- 
rect and diſcharge this peccant Mat- 
ter, that intercepted the nervous 
Fluid; nor their Decoctions of the 
Woods, Fomentations or Hot Baths, 
availd any thing: ſo ſhe entertain 
no longer Hopes of being relicy'd. 
But after that Memorable Battle 
at Ramillies, on May 23. 1706. the 
Victory being obtain'd over the 
Duke of Bavaria, by that Victorious 
General, his Grace the Dake of Marl- 
borough, which occaſion'd the ſpeedy 
Reduction of all the Netherlands, 
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the Britiſh Hoſpital remov'd to Ghent; 
and I accidentally rook Lodgin 
under the Roof of this miſerable 
Gentlewoman, who being inform'd 
I belong'd to that Hoſpital, was ve- 
ry importunate with me to uſe my 
utmoſt Endeavours to remove her 
Indiſpoſition. 

Her Caſe being very uncommon, 
and the Succeſs precarious, I could 
not promiſe much to raiſe her Expec- 
tations; yet being unwilling to dif- 
courage her, I took my leave with 
an Aſſurance of conſidering her Caſe, 
and get the Opinion of other Phy- 
ſicians, whom I conſulted : but their 
concluding that *twas a perfect Atro- 
phy, diſſuaded me from attempting 
that which was ſo improbable of be- 
ing accompliſn'd. 

My laſt Obſervation ſuggeſted to 
me, that this Numbneſs and Dead- 
nels proceeded from the Obſtruction 
of the nervous Fluid, occaſion'd b 
the viſcous glutinons Matter lodg'd 
in the Sizus's of the Brain; which, 
if ir could be diluted by the Power of 
Medicine, fo as to be carry'd oft by 
its proper Veſſels, I then thought I

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might expect Succeſs : ſo communi- 
cating my Thoughts of her Caſe, and 
the Method I deſign'd to proſecute 
for the Cure, to = ingenious Dr.

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The next day, in opening his 
Head to ſee what Diſcovery I could 
make, I no ſooner reach'd the Me- 
ning es, but I found ſome of the Veſ- 
ſels diſtended to a prodigious degree, 
others burſt, from whence iſſued an 
incredible Quantity of Blood; and 
from the Sinus's came (as near as I 
could judg) to the Quantity of three 

uarts that was extravaſated. 

Here's an Inſtance of an Apoplexy 
from Laudanum, which convinces 
me that its Narcotic or Hypnotic Fa- 
culty proceeded neither from an 
occult Quality, or intenſe Coldneſs, 
either by ee or environi 
the Particles of Blood or Spirits, — 
ſo preventing their Motion: for ſince 
by a Chymical Anahyſis we find it 
gives a copious Quantity of fetid 
Oil and Volatile Spirit, it plain- 
ly confutes that Aſſertion of its be- 
ing cold; but on the contrary, it diſ- 
ſolves the Texture of the Blood, ren- 
ders the Humours more fluid, hur- 
ries the Spirits into diſorderly Mo- 
tions, and the Heart, by its repeated 
Syſtole, projects the Blood with too 
great a Velocity to the Brain. 


Indeed 
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Indeed when the Opium begins 
firſt of all to inſitmate it ſelf, it 
rarifies the Arterial Blood: this be- 
ing rarified, the Spirits then, not ſo 
much fetter'd with bloody Particles, 
ate in a greater quantity, and with 
more eaſe, ſecerr'd by the Glands of 
the Brain, and convey'd in a greater 
Copia by the Nerves thro all Parts of 
the Body; which produces that Paſ- 
fion of the Mind, Joy : but when b 
this Rarefaction the Arteries are ſo 
as to comprels the Nerves, 
and retard the Circulation of their 
Fluid, Comatoſe Diſtempers muſt 
there neceſſarily be produꝰ d. Hence 
it is, that adminiſtring Opiam in the 
beginning of Fevers, the Small-Pox, 
the like, where the Blood is 
already in too great a Ferment, 
inſtead of anſwering the Intention 
of compoſing the Patient, throws 
him into Deliriams, and even Madneſs 
ir ſelf, hucries him headlong and diſ- 
tracted out of the World.

Mr. K/lbraith, a Merchant of Briſ- 
tol, about Forty Five Years of Age, 
labouring for many Years under a 
Hypocondriac Melancholy, continwd 
under the Phyſicians hands for a 
long time; but was ſo far from reap- 
ing the leaſt Benefit from their Pre- 
ſcriptions, that he daily declin'd, and 
loſt his Appetite; nay, the very Sight 
and Smell of Meats were ſo offenſive 
as to create a Nauſea, till at length he 
had contracted a Complication of 
Diſeaſes : then he committed himſelf 
to my Care, who in a ſhort time had 
the good Fortune to be the Inſtru- 
ment of his Recovery. 

Some time after having an Affair 
at the Bath, and there meeting with 
a Gentleman of his Acquaintance, 
he was prevaiPd upon to bathe him- 
ſelf; bur what with ſweating, the 
Vitriolic, Sulphureous, or Bitumi- 
nous Effluvia of the Waters, he be- 
came faint, heavy, and render'd al- 
; moſt Lethargic : however relying too 
much on the Strength of Nature, he 


neglected the Uſe of Means, till one

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Night being taken with a Contraction 
of the Nerves, and ſoon after feiz*d 
with a few Convulſive Paroxyſms; 
J was ſent for the Morning follow- 


ing, and advisd him to air and ex- 


erciſe himſelf with gentle Riding: 
he no ſooner attempted to riſe, and 
ets his Feet on the cold Floor, 
ut was immediately ſeiz d with a 


violent Fit of an Apoplexy, and in 


a moment became cold, ſtifl, and to 
all Appearance lifeleſs. At this ſur- 
prizing Accident, the whole Family 
ran out to rally ſome of the Neigh- 
bourhood to their Aſſiſtance, left me 
alone, where I accidentally found a 


{mall Bottle of Spirits of Harts-horn, 


which I pour'd down his Throat; and 
at their Return I deſir'd he might have 
a Friction all over his Body: which 
rov'd ſo ſucceſsful, that I ſoon per- 
ceiv'd a Pulſation and Reſpiration. 
I then took Sixteen Ounces of Blood 
from the Temporal Artery, and in 
leſs time than ever I obſerv'd from 
the Arm; after which, I preſcrib'd 
what I thought proper for his Caſe. 
Other Phyſicians wha were alſo ſent 
G 2ͤ „-àc 
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for, came, and to my Face approy'd 
of my Method of treating him, but 
after my Departure they ridicuPd ir 
as miſchievous and hurtful, ſaying 
*twas the only way to draw the Dit 
temper to, and confirm it in the Head, 
Whether Ignorance or Malice had the 
Aſcendant, or whether equal Parts 
of both contributed to furniſh their 
Vpper Rooms, it matters not: bur 
my Affairs obliging me to go a few 
Miles from thence, I defir'd the Sur- 
geon, if he was threatned with a re- 
turning Fit, to introduce his Lancet 
into the ſame Orifice, and take ſuch 
a Quantity as might be requiſite; 
but at the Attack of the next Fir, 
theſe judicious Gentlemen preven- 
red the Surgeon, and diſſuaded the 
Friends, by amuſing them with the 
dangerous Conſequence that muſt 
neceſſarily accrue, till the Blood 
flew impetuoufly out of the Mouth 
and Noſe; and then, when 'twas 
too late, they. conſented. Howe- 
ver, after this ſecond Diſcharge he 
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chat twas owing to thoſe Phyſicians, 
that the 7 ſtrictly obſery'd 
my Method; at which being about 
to Foo him, I was gp dps upon, by 
his wa omg me fo carneſtly, to 
tarry. I was —_— of the Opi- 
—4 that the Veſſels of the Brain 
were burſt; but however I deſir d a 
Conſultation with Dr, Bave of Bath, 
and acquainted him with my Pro- 
ceedings, which he approw d of, and 

gave him m inion of the Deſ- 
eneſs of his — which he alſo 
fear d. But the other Phyſicians, 
tho their Companies and Opinions 
were deſir d, yet thought fit, as they 
_ ſneak d oil to — who be- 
1 too conſcious he 1 of 
the irreparable Prejudice t ey had al- 
ready done; giving only this ſhuffling, 
trifling Excule, That truly Dr. Bave 
was ſo ſingular as to conſult with 
none but ſuch as had been educated 
at Oxford; whereas that ing enicus, 

as well as ingenuous Gent! 
who is a Credit to the Univerſity 
where educated, an Advantage to 
the Town where he reſides, and to |, 
uch chat bave Recourſe there or 
e 
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the Benefit of the Waters, regards 
the Qualifications of a Phyſician 
more than the Place where quali- 
ye, After ſome Medicines pre- 
crib'd, the Doctor returns without 
entertaining the leaſt Hopes of his 
Recovery; but the Patient reſtin 
well that Night, his former Phyft 
cians concluded then he was in a 
fair way of doing well, I took li- 
berty to inform *em how great Stran- 
gers they were to his preſent Caſe ; 
and that when they were in the 
greateſt Expectations of his being out 
of danger, that then they would 
have moſt reaſon to fear his being 
{natch'd away: which happen'd ac- 
cordingly; for the very enſuin 
Night, whilſt jocoſe and merry wk 
his Friends, he was ſeiz'd of a ſudden, 
and had juſt time allow'd him to be- 
queath his Soul to God that gave it, 
and fo expir'd, ſnorting and diſcharg- 
ing a vaſt Quantity of Livid Blood 
from his Noſtrils. 

This to me is an evident Proof 
that this Gentleman was entirely 
loſt by this Neglect, the Diſeaſe be- 
ing too violent, and too ſudden to

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be conquer d by internal Medicines; 
whereas had the Artery been open'd, 
as Iorder'd, it might have prevented 


the returning Fir.

Mr. Jeffrey Pinnel, a very conſi- 
derable Man of the City of. Briſtol, 
returning from Morning-Service, and 
reflecting on the manifold Mercies 
bounteous Heaven had beſtow'd on 
him, particularly acknowledged the 
large Share of that ineſtimable Jew- 
el, Health, which from his Infancy 


he had enjoy'd without the leaſt In- 


teryal of Sickneſs; and that notwith- 


ſtanding he was ſo much advanc'd 


in Years, he could diſcern no ſenſible 


Alteration as to his good Habit of 


Body: but in the mean time, in- 
clining his Head with a Deſign to 
buckle his Shoe, he fell down as 


dead on the Floor ; which (being a 


Stone Pavement) made a conſide- 
rable Contuſion on his Forehead.

exceeding fevere, that he was almoſt 
faffocared, and his Face difcolour'd 
like one ſtrangled : the Artery being 
then turgid andquick (as it always is 
in thoſe Caſes) I immediatcly took 
away about Sixteen Ounces, which 
1 had no ſooner done, but he ask'd 
me what T was doing.

Y Bookſeller having aſſurd 
me, that a Book without 
an Appendix is like a Play 


without an Epilogue, I immediately 
addreſs d my ſelf to write one; but 


the Difficulty was, to fix on the Ar- 


nt, among ſo many as offer d 
themſelves to my Thoughts. Ar 
firſt I refoly'd to demonſtrate that 
the Animalcula did not enter the 
Vterus till they had impregnated one 
of the Ov in the Ovaria; and when 
there maturated, fall from rhence in- 
to the Tube Fallopiane, and laſtly in- 
to the Womb.

and inſtead of Syrups, Oleaginous 
and Tartarous Liquids, to recom- 
mend the Uſe of Malt Liquors: 
and at the ſame time to ſhew that 
Gravel is not produc d from any De- 
ficiency in ihe Kidneys, bur a Dil- 
order in the Bowels ariſing from 
Indigeſtion. At another time, I 
thought it would be no unuſeful 
thing to the Town, to demonſtrate 
that the Conſumptions, which we 
frequently meet with, ariſe not from 
any Tendency in Nature, but from 
the miſchievous Effects of improper 
and ill-apply*'d Medicines in venereal 
Cafes. 

While I was thus in ſuſpence, a 
Book caſually fell into my hands, 
of Obſervations on Bezoar-Stones, 
with a Vindication of Sugars, &c. in 
which I faw there was copious Mat- 
ter to remark upon: but finding in 
it a Letter from Dr. Cooke of Briſtol, 
whichextols this new Chalk Medicine 
above all others, I ſhall confine my 
ſelf to rhat part of the Book, and 
ow the World, by g few Obſer- 
PIPE | yarigns, 
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vations, how little this Medicine de- 
ſerves the Praiſes given it.

Mrs. Paget, the Wiſe of a noted 
Man in Briſtol, had for many Vears 
been afflicted with the Cholick and 
Stone, but ſmall ones, and at ſome 
Seaſons of the Vear more violent 


than others, Under this Misfortune 


ſhe apply'd to Dr. Cook, and his Un- 
derlings, who in vain us d their ce- 
lebrated Medicine, with their Lau- 
danum Doſes, till ſhe was brought 
upon a Rack, and continu'd ſo for 
ſix or ſeven Months. I being ſent 
for (and being appriz'd how ſhe had 
been ud) gave her ſome things of 
a warm attenuating Nature, by the 
Help of which ſhe diſcharg d vaſt 
Quantities of a hard compact Sub- 
ſtance, that was generated in her 
Stomach, with much Choler and 
Bile. Afterwards ſhe had an Evacua- 
tion downwards of great Numbers 
of Stones that were hardned in the 
Bowels, occaſion d by this Chalk 
mixing it ſelf with the Flame in the

on the ſecond * many 
more came away, ſome ſmaller, and 
ſome greater. The third time ſhe 
diſcharg'd one as large as a big 
Walnur, which I have now by me, 
and which ſhows where it was faſtned 


a to the Ductus Bilearius, and the Fur- 


rows made by the Periſtaltic Mo- 
tion of the Guts; and by pricking 
of it you bring out the very Chalk, 
as . from mixing it with Wa- 
ter, that gives a Colour like other 
Chalk. From that moment ſhe was 
reliey'd from all Complaints; and 
falling aſleep for ſome hours, ſhe 
walked perfectly refreſh'd. I ugd 
ſome things which I thought proper 
to recover the Tone of her Sto- 
mach, Cc. She now enjoys a good 
State of Health, and has continwd 
well ever ſince. 


Mr. Cooper, Under: Sheriff of Briſ- 
tol, taking a Cold, and thereupon 
falling into Vomiting, with Pains hi 
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his Bowels, ſent for Dr. Cook, who 
order d bim the above-mention'd 
never- failing Medicine in Powder, 
with a compoſing Draught; which 
was ſo far from relieving the Patient, 
that he awak'd after two hours Sleep 
with great Oppreſſions and conti- 
nual Reaching. And when upon 
a Repetition of the Medicine, he 
grew worle, I was call'd; when I 
came, and found him in cold Sweats 
and continual Vomitings, I look d 
to ſee what had been wr him, and 
found half a dozen Papers 'of this 
Medicine, and a Vial of cooling Ju- 
lep, with the Powder at the bot- 
rom. His Caſe being paſt remedy, 
I took my leave of him, and he 
dy'd the next Morning, 

The following Oblervation will 


ſhow how much the Doctor himſelf 


depends on the Infallibility of his 
ineſtimable Medicine, as he calls it.

Mrs. Hannah Alton, Daughter to 
the Alderman of that Name in Briſ- 
fol, had a Spring-Ague, of which I 
curd her; but by cating unripe 


Fruit, 
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Fruit, and taking Cold, ſhe fell into an 
intermitting Fever with a Cough. In 
which Cale ſome officious Friends 
(as ſuch are never wanting) prevaiPd 
with her to put her ſelf into the 
hands of Dr. Cook, and ſome of his 
Underſtrappers, well enough known 
in the City; who giving her (ſecun- 
dum Conſuetudinem, but not ſecun- 
dum Artem) Chalk, Milk, and Lau- 
danum Draughts, the Diſtemper gai- 
ned — (as how could it do 
otherwiſe) and the abus'd Patient 
threw up great Quantities of Chalk 
and curdled Milk together; the Cauſe 
inſtead of the Cure of her Diſeaſe. 
Theſe Symptoms puzzled the poor 
Doctor, and he had no other way 
to ſave his own Credit, but by re- 
commending her to Dr. Slare, then 
at the Bath, whom he highly ex- 
toll'd on this Occaſion. Dr. Slare 
continues in the former Method, 
only adds Bath-Waters to the Plail- 
tring; but the Compactneſs of the 
Subſtance, before form'd in the Sto- 
mach, being too firm for the Waters 
to diſentangle, in order to expec- 
torate, they were forc'd down thro

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the Pyloris, the Weight of the

the Stomach to ſuch a degree, that it 
could no more contract it ſelf: add 
to this, that the continual Defluxion 
of that ſharp corrofive Matter that 
had fo long been in among the 
Folds of the Stomach, inflam'd both 
it and the Guts ſo greatly, that ſhe 
fell into continual Purgings till ſhe 
expir d.

Alderman Stephens his Lady of 
Briſtol, having been in an ill State 
of Health for many Years, and us'd 
divers Phyſicians, bas eſpecially Dr. 
Cooke, when ſhe found her ſelf grow- 
ing worſe, ſent for me. When I 
came, I found her reaching, and 
very much conyuls'd; what ſhe

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- brought up, was hard Subſtances, nor 
properly Pleghm, bur ſomewhat 
wrapt in Pleghm.

= Beafts, leads me to Corn; name- 
ty, the Staff of Life for human Kind; 
of the four Grains, Wheat, Rye, 
| Barly, Oats; of each of theſe Bread 
may be made very wholeſom and 
good. It is true, if you chew and 
eat any of theſe, they do not give 
fo ſignal a Sweet to our Taſte, as 
what is really contain'd in them, and 
will ſoon be made to exert that 
Sweetnels. For Example, if you do 
but wet any of theſe Corns in com- 
mon Water, you will ſtir up ſome 
active inherent Principles, which 
will ferment and ſwell the Grain, 
and make it to grow (as the Mal- 
ſters call it.) This gives them no- 
tice of ſpreading it abroad to dry, 
which may be done in the Sun ; bur 
for Conveniency is perform'd on a 
Kiln, by the Admiſſion of Heat from 
the Fire made beneath it, This is 
now calPd Malt; if you cat a Grain 
or two, you will diſcern it to be 
ſweet; if = boil it in Water (af- 
ter it has been powder'd or ground) 
| it 
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it will give a ſweet Tincture, com- 
monly calPd Wort; you may boil it 
to the Conſiſtence of a Syrup: And 
this Product of Corn ſomewhat a- 

ces with Melloſſus, which if it be 
15 ead upon Bread, it adds conſi- 
derable Nouriſhment to your Bread, 
and would be eſteem'd a good Ban- 

uet, and pleaſant Entertainment, 

id we not abound with ſo many 
other more refin'd and dainty Sweets, 
and eaſier to come at. Thus Mel- 
loſſus is commonly given to School 
Boys with their Bread; nor can I 
think it bad Food for Children, be- 
cauſe more miſchief may be due to 
their new ſpungy or dowy, and not 
well baked Bread, than to the Iadian 
Sweet. It is this ſweet Decoction 
of Malt that makes your great Va- 
riety of fine Ales and Beer, much 
more wholeſom, more pleaſant and 
fit for Engliſh Bodies, than your ad- 
mir'd Wines, whether Rheniſb, French, 
or Florence; for theſe do abound with 
gritty, tartarous Matter, very apt to 
lodg in the Kidneys, and the 
Foundation of the - moſt * 
Diſtemper in the World, the Stone; 
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or if they be ſo happy to eſcape that, 
the Gout will make an Atrack on 
the . Joints of the Toes or Fingers 
of a potent Drinker, and tear and 
ſwell the tender Parts, and ſometimes 
mercifully thruſt out thoſe Tophi or 
Stones into the extream Parts, which 
otherwiſe would probably have been 
caſt upon the too ſenſible and paſ- 
five Kidneys: but none could ever 
charge our ſoft and balſamick Ale 
with breeding any ſort of ſandy or 
tartarous Matter in the Barrel, and 
I think not in the Body. I cannot 
forbear mentioning an Obſervation 
of my good Friend Dr. Cyprianus, 
who told me long fince; he had cut 
above fourteen Hundred Perſons for 
the Stone, but never obſerv'd that 
he cut any Ale-houſe Keepers, but 
many Vintners. He always advisd 
his Patients that fear'd the Stone, or 
were concern'd with that excrucia- 
ting Diſeaſe, to drink foft Ale, the 
newer the better: for he condemns 
moſt or all ſour Juices, as apt ta 
breed the Stone, or increaſe it.
